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Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.104(e), Applicants submit the comments below regarding the 
Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance. 

In the Notice of Allowability dated December 13, 2010, the Examiner provided a 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance (hereinafter "Statement") that referenced previously deleted 
text from independent claim 1 . It appears that the Examiner used the amended version of the 
claim, which showed both deleted and added text; however, the Examiner's statement included 
the deleted text without strikethrough. Accordingly, Applicants submit that the Examiner's 
statement should read as follows (with revisions shown via strikethrough and underlining):

with a battery, a switch for switching the d e fibrillation circuitry e xternal 
defibrillator from OFF to ON, a computer operating programming to initiate 
recurring self-tests occurring at intervals when the defibrillation circuitry is OFF 
and incapable of delivering a shock to a patient but able to perform recurring self- 
tests, and an active status indicator comprising a light source that illuminates 
continually during an int e rval to indicate to an observer that the defibrillation 
circuitry external defibrillator is OFF and that the ultimat e most recent self-test 
has determined that the operational status is normal and thus the external 
defibrillator d e fibrillation circuitry is ready to operate normally when turned ON 
and that presently maintenance is not required, in combination with the other 
elements in the claims.-- 
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
